The Spiritual Life 


HRISTIANS have the spirit of Christ. Those who 
— do not have the spirit of Christ are by no means 

followers of Him. Paul made this emphatic in Ro- 
mans 8:9b, when he said, “Now if any man have not the 
Spirit of Christ, he is none of his.” It is made clear here 
that the spiritual life is that which counts. It is not what 
a person appears to be or what people think him to be 
or what his station in life implies him to be but it is 
whether or not the person’s life is Spirit-filled and Spirit- 
guided. The true servant of Christ is one whose life and 
spirit are patterned after the life of the Lord Jesus Christ. 

How did Christ live? He was good, but His goodness was 
in deeds and not merely in words. He was merciful, not 
only to friends but also to those who opposed Him. He 
was concerned for the welfare of others, not just for 
those who would some day be valuable to Him, but also for 
those who could never do Him service. He was humble, 
not by false countenance, but in His heart. He had love, 
not only for his friends, but also for His enemies. He was 
selfless in His passion to be of service to others. He was 
stern in His condemnation of evil. He was steadfast in 
His approval of honor, principle, and integrity. Christ in 
His life was the personification of all that is good and 
just and righteous and lovely. Should we not be His? 
Then let us remember that “if any man have not the 
Spirit of Christ, he is none of his.” 

Paul the apostle said in 2 Corinthians 7:1, “Having 
therefore these promises, dearly beloved, let us cleanse 
ourselves from all filthiness of the flesh and spirit, per- 
fecting holiness in the fear of God.” It is easy to see how 
one is able to cleanse oneself of filthiness of the body. 
This is done by personal sanitation and hygiene, by ceas- 
ing unclean and harmful habits, and by remembering 
that the body is the temple of the Holy Ghost (1 Corinthi- 
ans 6:19). But how are we to cleanse our spirits, which 
we must do if we are to be holy people? First of all, we 
must remember that we are Christ’s and strive to emulate 
His spirit. We must cleanse ourselves from attitudes, dis- 
positions, and temperaments that are unlike Christ and 
that are unhecoming to Christian behavior. 


WE SHOULD CLEANSE ourselves from a 
jealous spirit which is unlike the spirit of Christ. When 
Christ lived on the earth, He found joy in the success of 
others and was happy at the good fortune of others. A 
jealous spirit is unlike the teaching of Christ and unlike 
the life of Christ. How does the success of others affect 
you? Does it give you satisfaction or resentment? If the 
spirit of Christ has dominion in your heart, then jealousy 
must be removed. 

The same is true of a haughty and conceited spirit. 
Christ has no part with haughtiness and conceit, and we 
should cleanse ourselves from such a spirit if it is ours. 
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Pomp and bluster are not born of a Christian spirit. The 
Christian spirit Goes not exploit and extol nneself. The 
Christian spirit dces not desire to exhibit and praise one- 
self. Those who have an impassioned love for self and 
who desire to display self and to trumpet the praises of 
self cannot be said to have the Spirit of God. 

A stubborn spirit is not a Christian spirit. There are 
those who are determined to have their own way in ev- 
erything and who stand ready to subjugate any will or 
opinion contrary to their own. Stubbornness is no virtue, 
but many try to mask stubbornness under the guise of 
staunchness and resoluteness. A stubborn spirit refuses 
to yield when it knows it is in error. A stubborn spirit 
will tolerate no cpposition. Many men have been known 
to be so stubborn that they would commit suicide rather 
than acknowledge error, bow to opposition, or fail to gain 
their point. Can such a spirit reconcile itself with the 
scripture which says, “Charity suffereth long, and is 
kind; charity envieth not; charity vaunteth not itself, is 
not puffed up, Doth not behave itself unseemly, seeketh 
not her own, is not easily provoked, thinketh no evil; Re- 
joiceth not in iniquity, but rejoiceth in the truth; Bear- 
eth all things, believeth all things, hopeth all things, en- 
dureth all things” (1 Cor. 13:4-7)? 

The spirit of Christ is a spirit of love, sympathy, and 
understanding. If we have the spirit of Christ, we shall 
be concerned for the welfare of others as much as for 
ourselves. We shall not respect only those whose station 
in life is higher than ours and may in time be able to 
extend favors toward us, but we shall also have respect 
for those whose station is lower than ours and to whom 
we shall be kind for kindness sake. The world is filled 
with people who are void of human sympathy and un- 
derstanding, who are incapable of caring when others are 
made to suffer inconvenience and harm. The spirit of 
Christ, however, does not permit a spirit like this. It is 
said of Jesus, “For we have not an high priest which can- 
not be touched with the feeling of our infirmities,” He- 
brews 4:15a. When the spirit of Christ abides in us, it 
will create a similar nature in us. 


Because we have the glorious promises contained in 
God’s Word, we should heed the admonition of Paul to 
cleanse ourselves from all filthiness of the flesh and spir- 
it. Everything about us that is not like Him should be 
purged posthaste. More than anything in the world, we 
need to have the spirit of Christ in us. This means more 
than a testimony or a sermon or a song, but a life of 
holiness. Is your spirit like that of Christ? Is your life 
patterned after His? Are the elements of His holiness 
found in you? Are the fruits of the Spirit evident in you? 
Where is love and joy and peace? and longsuffering? 
and gentleness? and goodness? and faith and meekness? 
and temperance? The only Christian life is the spiritual 
life, imparted by the Holy Spirit, whereby our spirits are 
made like His. If we would be spiritual, then we must be 
like Him. 
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Apostasy, Iniquity, Hypocrisy—These three 
companion evils make the days in which we 
live a “perilous time.” 


Text: 1 Timothy 4:1, 2, “Now the Spirit speaketh ex- 
pressly, that in the latter times some shall depart from 
the faith, giving heed to seducing spirits, and doctrines 
of devils; Speaking lies in hypocrisy; having their con- 
science seared with a hot iron.” 


brought about certain events. These events were 

supposed to happen at a prescribed time, and 
they did. There was a certain time for Jesus to be born, 
and it happened according to prophecy. There was a cer- 
tain time for Him to be crucified, and regardless of how 
they tried to kill Him, they could not lay hands on Him 
until the fullness of time. Christ was supposed to arise 
from the grave at a certain time, and according to the 
time predicted, He arose. Hallelujah. 

There are many other scriptures which tell us about 
events taking place at a certain time. In what time are 
we now living? We are living in days of apostasy, which 
our text warns us will come. 

Many preachers have and are continuing to preach 
that Jesus is soon coming. If we teach that He is, we 
must admit that we are living in the days of apostasy. I 
didn’t have to go to the dictionary to get the explanation 
of the word apostasy, because our text gives us a good 
meaning, but just to make sure, I turned to the diction- 
ary for a more complete definition. Webster says the word 
means “a total desertion of a faith or a falling away 
from.” There are many proofs that we are living in the 
last days. 

I shall write of some of the things which prove that we 
are living in days of apostasy. Jesus said, “As it was in 
the days of Noah, even so shall it be in the days of the 
eoming of the Son of man.” There is one main thing that 
we should notice about the days of Noah. The reason God 
destroyed the world in Noah’s day was that the thoughts 
and intents of man’s heart was on evil continually. It 
seems that in these last days this same thing is happen- 
ing to our generation. Unspeakable revealed and unre- 
vealed evil is prevailing throughout the world. Many peo- 
ple are blind to this fact. Surely we’re living in days of 


apostasy. 


e . CCORDING to the Scriptures, time has always 


CdRIST WARNS us of things pertaining to 
the last days. Matthew 24:12, “Because iniquity shall 
abound, the love of many would wax cold.” I used to think 
that the subject of “LOVE” should be preached only by 
elderly men, but seeing so little of it manifested causes 
me as a young minister to want to preach love more 
fervently than ever. In these last days, we who love God 
must show love to a dying world. Many had rather shout 
than show love. Some had rather speak in tongues than 
show love. Love will cast from the heart malice and strife 
which seem to be harbored in so many hearts in these 
days of apostasy. I pray that we can continue to shout 
and speak in tongues, but during this, Lord, help us to 
show love whereby we may prove that we are the chil- 
dren of God.

And though I have the gift of prophecy, 
and understand all mysteries, and all knowledge; and 
though I have all faith; so that I could remove moun- 
tains, and have not charity (love), I am nothing. And 
though I bestow all my goods to feed the poor, and 
though I give my body to be burned, and have not chari- 
ty (love), it profiteth me nothing.” So the lack of love is 
proof of the last days. 

Paul warns us of things pertain1ng to the Iast days. In 
2 Thessalonians 2:3, Paul tells us that the great and 
notable day of the Lord will not come until there is a 
“falling away first.” I find this scripture being fulfilled 
daily among the children of God. I see a great falling 
away from the truth of God. People have always fallen 
from the faith but never before as now. Those who used 
to have fervent faith in Jesus are becoming cold and in- 
different. Lukewarmness seems to be common among 
many church members. Formality is speedily taking away 
spirituality. Mocernistic living is causing fat souls to be- 
come lean. Surely we are living in the days of apostasy. 
Jesus is soon coming. Christ and Paul have warned us of 
the last days. Now let’s see what Peter had to say about 
it. 2 Peter 3:3, 4, “Knowing this first, that there shall 
come in the last days scoffers, walking after their own 
lusts, And saying, Where is the promise of his coming? 
for since the fathers fell asleep, all things continue as 
they were from the beginning of the creation.” Who can 
numerate those who deny His coming? Of a certainty, 
we are living in the last days. Peter tells us in verse 17 
of the same chapter, “Ye therefore, beloved, seeing ye 
know these things before, beware lest ye also, being led 
away with the error of the wicked, fall from your own 
steadfastness.”

sires to take the burdens that are too heavy for us to 
carry. He wishes to answer the questions that we cannot 
answer. He wants to solve the problems that we cannot 
solve. God is concerned about us. He loves us. He sympa- 
thetically understands us. He has great things in store 
for us. God knows when we’re weak. He knows when 
we’re burdened. He knows when we’re sick, and He stands 
ready to use His strength in our behalf. 


SHALL WE reflect for a few moments on 
some instances in the past when the Lord showed Him- 
self strong in behalf of them whose heart was perfect 
toward him? Psalm 33:18, 19, “Behold, the eye of the 
Lord is upon them that fear him, upon them that hope 
in his mercy; To deliver their soul from death, and to 
keep them alive in famine.” 

Three young men were living in a foreign land. They 
were servants of God Jehovah, but because the inhab- 
itants of that country worshiped a golden image, these 
Hebrew boys were told to fall down and worship it, also. 
Because of their refusal, they were cast into a furnace of 
fire, but “the eyes of the Lord run to and fro throughout 
the whole earth,” therefore, God saw the plight of Shad- 
rach, Meshach, and Abednego, and chose to miraculously 
deliver them.

OW that the Christian season is here, we are in a 
position to make an appraisal of what the alco- 
holic beverage industry is doing to the day on 
which the Christian world commemorates the birth of 


Christ. 
Once a year the ancient Romans observed a day in hon- 
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or of Bacchus, their god of wine. It was a day given over 
to revelry, drunkenness, and debauchery. This is what 
the traffickers in alcoholic liquors are spending millions 
of dollars to make of the day on which we commemor- 
ate the birth of*the world’s Saviour. 

To increase the sale and consumption of alcoholic bev- 
erages at the Christmas holidays, the liquor industry 
steps up its glamorous and appealing liquor advertise- 
ments to induce the American people to stock up their 
liquor supply for Christmas. Take, for example, the liquor 
advertisements in Life magazine. For the six issues pre- 
ceding Christmas, its income from these advertisements 
totals about $2,400,000, an average of over $400,000 an is- 
sue. Whereas, its average income an issue for each of the 
previous issues of the year amounts to only $196,000. Its 
liquor advertisements reached their peak in the Decem- 
ber 14, 1953, issue—twenty-five pages of liquor, wine, and 
beer ads, bringing Life an income of $700,000. Most of 
these ads are printed in four colors, exquisitely beautiful, 
and never before were the drinks bottled in such fancy 
containers. Samples of their masterpieces follow: 

“At holiday time there is no gift like P. M.” 

“A gift of rare beauty in a Grecian container.” 

“To brighten your holidays, here is the best tasting 
whisky in ages, in a gleaming crystal container.” 

“Almost any whisky makes a welcome gift, but only one 
_—_, says: ‘To a Man of Distinction.’ ” 

The millions spent in this pre-Christmas advertising of 
liquor are paying off. On the authority of Distilled Spir- 
its Institute, the December sales of liquor are far above 
the sales of any other month of the year. 

The inevitable result of all this is that drunkenness and 
debauchery, highway accidents and deaths—all that 
train of evils that follow drinking—are increased at 
Christmastide. 

It is bad enough for a business that has produced 
1,000,000 alcoholics and 3,000,000 excessive drinkers in our 
country to be permitted to ply its trade to increase its 
sales on secular days, but it is infinitely worse to give it 
free rein to increase its sales for consumption on Christ- 
mas, thus degrading and debauching this day. By this 
means, the liquor industry, to use the language of Scrip- 
ture, “. . . is crucifying the Son of God afresh and put- 
ting him to an open shame.” 

Christ and Bacchus have nothing in common. What 
these traffickers in alcoholic liquors are bringing into our 
Christmas is foreign to everything Christ came to do for 
humanity. Christ came to redeem, uplift, and ennoble the 
human personality. Liquor degrades and destroys it. 

Is it not time for the Christian people of America, in 
righteous indignation, to arise and rescue this day, which 
commemorates the birth of our Lord and Saviour, from 
those who sre debauching it? Is it not time to do more 
than this—to uproot and destroy the business that has 
the boldness and effrontery to spend millions each year 
to turn Christmas into a Bacchanalia? 

This much at least they should do and do now: Join 
the crusade against liquor advertising sponsored by the 
National Temperance and Prohibition Council, which has 
for its object, not only stopping this stepping up of liquor 
advertising before Christmas, but also its elimination 
throughout the entire year—The Watchman Examiner.

Dear Brother Walker: 

Greetings in Jesus’ sweet name, our 
soon coming King. I have just gotten 
back from the north and west of this 
country, and in these few days I have 
had some of the greatest experiences 
in my ministry. You may already 
know something of the troubles of this 
country. Besides the political troubles, 
a flood came in the north and west 
where we have five churches and some 
little missions. Brother Walker, I saw 
so much misery, especially among our 
brethren, that I cried. Some of them 
have lost their houses, others their 
corn, others their oxen, and so on, but 
in a consecration service, we had some 
who testified, “I thank God for all 
that I lost, because even so I didn’t 
lose what I was supposed to hold—Je- 
sus Christ.” There were other testi- 
monies of some of the brethren whose 
lives had been saved on top of a high 
tree while the river was washing ev- 
erything away. I’m sorry I could not 

o to all our fields because some of 
hem are in the jungles where it is 
now impassable. Please pray for all 
these poor people who are suffering 
so much. I took them some used 
clothing from here, the capital, since 
they were in such need. 

I hope God will bless you and all the 
saints there. Pray for us and for our 
work here. We have almost had a rev- 
olution, and many have been killed. 
The danger is not over yet, for at any 
moment they expect the revolution to 
break out. May the Lord bless you.—

SPAIN REJECTS PROTESTS 
ON CLOSED CHURCH 

WASHINGTON, D. C. (EP) United 
States protests against the forced clos- 
ing of an American Baptist church 
and police interference with Jewish 
New Year services were rejected last 
month by Spain. The latter told U. S. 
Embassy officials that the Second 
Baptist Church had been ordered to 
close for having engaged in “prose- 
lytizing.” 

Later, the Southern Baptist Foreign 
Mission Board pointed to “three con- 
siderations” which had been brushed 
aside. The considerations were: 

“1. ... Drastic steps hindering evan- 
gelical work have been taken in the 
small interior villages from time to 
time but never before in the capital. 

“2. The building is American 4 
erty ... This might indicate that, 
the agreements tween the United 
States and Spain, basic principles of 
—— liberty are being compro- 
mised. 

“3. Some American citizens working 
with the air bases in Madrid are mem- 
bers of the church and are active in 
most of its services.” 

The curtailment of Jewish high holy 
day observances occurred when Ma- 
drid police barred services which were 
to —e taken place in a private hall 
or hotel. 


YOUTH DOPE BLAMED 
ON HOMES 

LOS ANGELES (EP) Broken, alco- 
holic, and quarrelsome homes, togeth- 





er with irresponsible and overindul- 
gent parents can be blamed for 95 per 
cent of juvenile narcotics cases, Cal- 
ifornia’s chief narcotics officer said at 
Los Angeles recently. Walter Creigh- 
ton, chief of the State Bureau of Nar- 
cotics Enforcement, addressed a joint 
session of — chiefs and recreation 
officials at a panel on youth prob- 
lems on op the three-day League of 
California Cities Convention. 

“Too much ready money, too many 
late model cars, provided by overin- 
dulgent a, often play a part in 
our problem,” Creighton said. On the 
contrary, he pointed out, the juvenile 
narcotics problem rarely springs from 
a home where parents reeognize that 
they are blessed by having offspring 
“and will always keep the home fires 
burning.” 

ae ton reported that arrests of 
juveniles on narcotics charges by state 
bureau officers declined in the first 
six months of 1954 for the first time 
in fourteen years. But there is no rea- 
son for complacency, he added. “We 
are just drawing abreast of the prob- 
lem; we have not solved it,” he said. 


COMIC BOOK CODE SET UP 

WASHINGTON, D. C. (EP) The ad- 
ministrator of a new cleanup code to 
take horror and sex out of comic 
books says publishers who have signed 
the code “mean business.” Charles F. 
Murphy, for ten years a New York 
City magistrate and a specialist on 
teen-age delinquency, announced the 
new code and called on the comics 
publishing industry to “measure up to 
its responsibilities.”

of God.” God was certainly with him, but we ask, “Why, 
then, was he killed?” 

The fundamental duty of life is to yield one’s entire 
self to God. If the Lord chooses to deliver us from the 
jaws of death as He did Shadrach, Meshach, and Abed- 
nego from the fiery furnace or if He chooses that we 
should suffer for His glory as did Stephen, God’s will 
should be our will. His eyes will be upon us in either case 
to show Himself strong in our behalf, for regardless of 
apparent contradictions, the Lord was with Stephen just 
as much as He was with the three Hebrew children. 

Let us think for a moment about the latter part of the 
text. God will show Himself strong in the behalf of them 
“whose heart is perfect toward him.” If we want the Lord 
to be with us in the time of need, let us keep our heart 
perfect toward Him. Let’s love Him and serve Him well. 
Then we can say with the apostle John, “Whatsoever we 
ask, we receive of him, because we keep his command- 
ments, and do those things that are pleasing in his 
sight,” 1 John 3:22. 

What do you and I need today? 

Do we need courage to face a tomorrow that fills us 
with fear? 

Do we need companionship in loneliness and comfort 
in sorrow? 

Do we need something or someone to give purpose to 
life? 

Do we stand with a feeling of inadequacy in the pres- 
ence of opportunities and obligations we know we ought 
to meet? 

Whatever our needs are, our God is willing to supply 
them if we will give Him the opportunity. 

“Ask, and it shall be given you.” “For the eyes of the 
Lord run to and fro throughout the whole earth, to shew 
himself strong in the behalf of them whose heart is per- 
fect toward him.” 
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There are thousands of men who have never read the 
New Testament and who, therefore, haven’t the foggiest 
notion of what it teaches about sin. But in their every- 
day relationships they live and move and have their be- 
ing on an assumption of its existence. 


You ask a banker to loan you money, and right off you 
start him thinking about the sin question. He may know 
nothing of the origin of evil, but he knows how to call 
the credit department. You take out some life insurance, 
and the company will have a question or two to ask you 
at this point. On the street corner you run into a uni- 
formed policeman. Who is he? What is he doing there? 
He is silent witness to the reality of sin. Why do you 
lock your door at night? Why is it that at this very mo- 
ment the key to your automobile is in your pocket? The 
makers of automobiles are not theologically trained, but 
they are theologically conditioned. They may never have 
read the Book, but they have read human nature and are 
under no illusions about the facts. 

Why is it that when you get a little money you head 
straight for the bank where every night they swing shut 
a ten-inch steel door on the bank vault, leave a light 
burning over it, and employ a watchman to see that it 
is kept burning? Whether or not you believe in theological 
doctrines, for your own self-protection you are obliged 
to believe what the New Testament teaches about human 
nature. It is all very well to talk in sheltered classrooms 
about the “nothingness of evil,” “the absence of light,” 
and Rousseau’s “original goodness.” They are very lovely 
theories, but out in the world we cannot act on them. 
Out there we are realists. Out there we are New Testa- 
ment believers; we accept the verdict of the gloomy 
theologians on the question of human sin. 

Sin is no ghost that the priests have conjured, no cre- 
ation of minds made morbid by the fear of God. Sin is 
the most realistic fact with which humanity is com- 
pelled to deal. When men set up a city government, they 
have to think of the sin question. When men draw up a 
constitution for a nation, they have to think of the sin 
question. Human nature being what it is, they must have 
checks and balar:ces, protections and restrictions. Sin is 
real, and every day, whatever may be our fancy theories, 
we live by that sound assumption—From Horns and 
Halos in Human Nature, by J. Wallace Hamilton (Fleming 
H. Revell Company). 


The people who try my religion more than any other 
are those who meet every proposal for human better- 
ment or change with a superior smile and the old state- 
ment “You can’t change human nature.” Someone said, 
“There’s more downright blasphemy in that sentence 
than in a tent full of top sergeants.” There is more down- 
right atheism in that attitude than in all the professed 
godlessness of Russia, for at least Russia believes that 
something can be changed. It is a denial of the whole 
New Testament. From “the year one,” people have been 
saying, “You can’t change human nature.” That is noth- 
ing but a rationalization of defeatism, the refuge of prod- 
igals who won’t go home, the resistance of the secular 
man to the call 0f God within his soul to get up and be 
himself, the self for which he was created—From Horns 
and Halos in Human Nature, by J. Wallace Hamilton 
(Fleming H. Revell Company).
